It was almost 7 o'clock in tbe even- 


ing; and darkness had settled down in 
one great black, Impenetrable cloud 
upon the Jace'of'the earth, when A.J. 
Murphr, a miner th the employ of the 
company, stepped from 'his house 
near the great double tipple. He saw 
something was wrong and called - for 
assistance, but before then heard a 
voice from the tipple say, "Bring In 
some more stuff." At that moment a 
bright', light appeared "and Murbhy 
knew some one was attempting to 
buiri the' tipple, instantly a tall form 
glided out of the tippler and disap- 
peared Jn the .darkness. --- 'Tne" figure 
seemed thin in the darkness, and his 
face could not be seen. Murphy could 
not recognize it, and proMably-had 
never seen, tbe man before.

The men had taken an old' coat, used 
by employes- of the company when 
tbey oiled cars, as the nucleus for 
fire. It was covered with grease and 
answered tbe purpose well. 
Other

edly dangerous, and only tbe appear- 
ance of Murphy prevented the confla' 
gration. The other "stuff" wan tec 
by the man who was attending the 
fire would have caused the tipple to 
disappear in a pile of ashes in a short 
time. The fire was kicked 'to right 
and left in a few minutes and'tbe tip- 
ple'was saved. 


Word of the crime was at once sent 


to Mr. Da vis two miles away at Cones 
ville and

town. A posse was quickly organize* 
and started for the mines. Sheriff 


companled by OHoer Hains, wbo bad 
been detailed, be drove as fast as bis 
homes would take him to Cones?Hie. 


Meantime tbe party of determined 


miners made tbeir way along tbe two 
miles of track to tbe tipple- 
They 


were well armed, and while little was 
said it was easily seen that if tbe men 
could be caught ~ tbey would suffer 
punishment for tbe crime. .The men 
reached tbe place, and in company 
with tbe miners wbo live near- tbe 
mines searched tbe surrounding coun- 
try but could find no one'. Tbe bunt 
was continued for some timcj but it 
goon became evident tbe firebugs had 
escaped. Tbe party tben returned to 
Conesville, but public feeling bad 
reached a bigb pitch. 


Sheriff Hedge -and Officer Hains 


reached Conesville after a bard ride 
through tbe muJ, and when informed 
decided they coula do nothing toward 
finding tbe men. 
They beard the 


story in detail, and then decided to 
return to Casbocton as it was darker 
tban a pocket and bunting firebugs on 
such a night, would simply mean loss 
of .time.

It H« Proved a Success M Other Lines 


Sinci tho Information It Known Soon 


After Train Reaches Destination.

ment upon February 1. 


This will be the adoption ot the 


tonnage system of computation, now 
in effect upon the Great "Northern 
and some of the other big roads of the 
country. By this system the capacity 
of the enjtine is listed upon .each divi- 
sion of tbe property. Then tbe load 
given each engine over the division is 
reported each day and made into.a 
statement at the end of the week to a 
proper official appointed to care for it» 
The earnings on each of these loads 
are carefully stated along with tbe. 
load carried, and from this is figured 
jip the earnings per train mile. It is 
an easy matter also to figure out_tbe 
cost of carrying the material the dis- 
tance which it was hauled. 


By this system the engine is(watch- 


ed to see that it does not exceed 
its possibilities and still carries all 
that it can with safety.- The cars are 
watched to see that "what they are 
capable of is f ulttlled.and the operat- 
ing officials know whether their trains 
are being run at a loss or at a profit, 
and how much. 
The statement is made that train- 


men of the Wheeling are forbidden 
to "even enter a place where liq- 
uora are bold, as the officials of the 
company concluded that a man could 
not have a clear head such as is needed 
for railroading and indulge in intoxi- 
cants.

When Mr. Schofield or any of the other 
persons in the secret wants to get in, 
ue delivers a peculiar series of knocks 
on the door, built, it is believed, on the 
lines of the Morse system. This cipher 
knock means, "I want to get in." It is 
instantly recognized by the garrison, 
arid one of them advances to the door. 

It oc- 
curred to the deviser of the system that 
some lurking congressman or visiting 
Kew Yorker or other nondepartrnental 
person might by dint of hanging 
around the door and listening for some 
time acquire the secret of the code and 
after committing it to memory deliver 
an Imitation which would deceive the 
very elect. 


The sentinel therefore advances to 


the door and delivers a peculiar knock, 
which means. "Advance, friend, with 
the countersign." He listens, and If 
the person outside is really one of the 
initiated and not one of the general 
.public be "comes baeK"" with the next 
number on .the code, which Is the coun- 
tersign 
This satisfies the sentinel, and 


the door ia unlocked and instantly 
closed again behind the new arrival. 


The new system works to the secre- 


tary's satisfaction. The other cabinet 
officers are aware of it, but none of 
them has >et recognized Its advan- 
tages to ths extent of initiating it. 
Among tbe 'letks in the other depart- 
ments it is customary to "guy" those in 
the war department stnee the new sys- 
tem came into vogue.

SOLAR MOTOR IN OPERATION 


Boiler 
Snn't Heat CanceiitxmteA 


by 1.T8S MlTTorm. 


A device for the utilization of the 


sun's heat in creating power has just 
been put into operation at South Pasa- 
dena, near Los Angeles, which, it is be- 
lieved, will result in almost incalcula- 
ble value to the industries of southern 
California, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
The device comprises a 


funnel shaped reflector 33% feet in di- 
ameter at the top and 15 feet at the 
bottom and containing on its surface 
1,788 mirrors. This reflector is set on 
two fixed supports in such manner 
that it may follow the movement of the 
sun and is k<pt in focus by clockwork. 
The adjustment of the mirrors is such 
that the sun's tayt, are concentrated on

length, with a capacity of 100 gallons 
of water and eight feet additional for 
steam space 
The concentration of 


light and heat is capable of raising the 
temperature to several thousand de- 
grees, but the boiler is prevented from 
being superheated by the water within 
It, which is brought to 350 or 400 de- 
grees. The engine Is fed and the sup- 
ply of water in the boileris maintained 
automatically, and the only attention 
necessary to operate the machine is to 
adjust the mirror to focus and set in 
operation in the morning. This motor 
Is pumping from a large underground 
tank at the rate of 1,400 gallons a min- 
ute. 


The solar motor is expected to oper- 


ate at all seasons of the year and in ;all 
climes, the only condition necessary be- 
ing sunshine. In experiments made at 
Denver last year the'best results were 
obtained when the pond from which 
the water was taken was frozen over. 
A number of men, managers of irriga- 
tion enterprises and others from differ- 
ent parts of the west, have come to 
Los Angeles to study the device. It is 
believed it will be of great value, espe- 
cially in this region, where fuel Is cost- 
ly and sunshine plentiful. 


STONE AGE RELICS. 


Some Interesting- DlacoverlM Made 


In Germany. 


A large number of neolithic flint im- 


plements have recently been found In 
the neighborhood of Unterisling. near 
Hatisbon, and according to Professor 
Stelnmatz they are of such grent his- 
torical importance that they will prob- 
ably serve to upset existing theories. 
Another very interesting discovery was 
made not lone ago in Alsace, where an 
Immense ax head more than a foot 
long nnd four Inches broad was found, 
says the London Standard. It is ap- 
parently composed of light gray and 
clonr green jade nnd was discovered in 
the vicinity of Drusenheim. 


The most remarkable tiling about it 


is Hint In the middle of one of the 
broad sides of the ux head Is the repre- 
sentation of n human form skillfully 
chased and siill clearly visible. The 
figure is 
ir> ci-nHmeters long and 7 


broad, and the lines are from one-half 
to one centimeter deep. 
The face Is 


large nnd long, with clearly perceptible 
eyes. nose, mouth find chin, but with- 
out ears or hair. Tho arms nnd hands 
are extended, as if In prayer. There 
are parallel lines crossed by othes simi- 
lar to those on the neolithic burial 
urns found near the loft bank of the 
Rhine, now preserved at ^orms. The 
figure now discovered Is believed to be 
nenut to represent some Phallic dcitr 
from Egynnor Phoenicia.

"I guess I ain the only living man 


that has been bitten by the nevillo, a 
venomous lizard of the isthmus of 
Tehuantepec," said William W. Cloon. 
a New Yorker with Central America), 
experiences. ''This lizard is of the Gila 
monster family and is a horrid looking 
reptile of a mottled liver color and 
is from six to ten inches loug. Its bite 
is deadly, and, as 1 said, I am the onl> 
person known who has lived after be- 
ing bitten: It was a case of nip and 
tuck, though, and I didn't get over 4t 
for two mouths or more. 


"The brute bit me out of. pure malice, 


for I wasn't doing a thing to it. 1 had 
a coffee plantation down on. the isth- 
mus several- years ago and just be- 
fore the hot season began, which waa 
in March, I had as my guest Dr. Fer- 
gus MacDonald of the Smithsonian 
institution, who was in that country In 
the interest of science. While he was 
with ine we received: an invitation to 
visit the great plantation of Dr.-Pedro 
Arguilles, one of the most prominent 
men, of that country, and we went to 
his hacienda near Minititlan. 
The 


ladies of the family bad all gone to 
Mexico City, and as the weather was 
hot we men loafed around In our py- 
jamas, the upper garment of which is 
a big sleeved affair called a camisa. 


"One day Dr. MacDonald and I had 


adjourned to the patio or court of the 
building, and while I lay in the grass 
Talking to him he was busy greasing 
and putting Into shape his guns and 
revolvers. He was six or eight feet 
away from me, and I was lying with 
my head propped up on my arm, from 
which the sleeve had slipped, leaving i 
exposed to the elbow, which,rested on 
the grass. Of course neither of us was 
thinking .about reptiles or other dan 
gers right there in. the court of the 
building. 
Suddenly, as 1 talked, the 


doctor threw his harict up in warning 
and I knew that whatever it was h 
saw there was danger In my moving 
and I must keep still. So I kept a 
'steady as I could, and then I felt some- 
thing go up my arm toward my hea< 
and stop near my wrist 


"1 couldn't see what It was, bnt 


knew something about tropical reptile., 
and I kept perfectly quiet while th< 
doctor caught up one of his revolver: 
and threw a couple of cartridges into 
it. He aimed across my body and fired 
and as 1 jumped to my feet a nevillc 
at least seven inches long fell writhing 
to the ground, shot through tfie head 
The bullet had gone on into my arn 
and came out at the elbow and I was 
bleeding. 
Between the bullet marks, 


though, were the fang marks where th 
nevillo had stuck its teeth into-my arm 
and 1 told the doctor I thought It hai 
got me." As soon as he saw it he gavi 
me some kind of a hypodermic injec 
tlon In the left leg, the right arm hav 
Ing been bitten, and at once took his 
knife and slashed me across the fanj 
marks. 
Into the wounds of my arn 


he poured-a bottle of concentratec 
ammonia. 
Almost Instantly after 


had • been bitten 1 began to grow dizzj 
and to see what seemed to me to be 
clouds of light smoke, and when the 
ammonia struck me I keeled over In a 
dead faint 


"Five days later I Awoke In a mud 


bath by the riverside, my body twice 
Its normal size and my tongue sticking 
out of my mouth. They had carried 
me there as soon as I fainted, and 
night and day my guide and bis daugii 
ter bad been watching by me. with 
fires at night to keep off the animals 
from the jungle. Every 12 hours my 
arm was lifted from the mud and 
cleansed, and on these occasions it was 
always found to be of a green color. 
As soon as I returned to Consciousness 
I was carried to the bouse and put to 
bed, 
and there for two weeks I re- 


mained and then went down to the 
coast and up to the well known !hot 
springs^ where I was treated for two 
months until every bit of the venom 
had left my body. During It all I suf- 
fered no pain, nor have I eveV felt the 
slightest inconvenience since. What 
effect the bullet wound In the arm had 
I don't know. Possibly the blood that 
came from the bullet wounds saved 
me. Anyhow something happened that 
never happened to any other person 
bitten by a nevillo, or I wouldn't be 
here to tell the story."

Mr. Cloon bared his arm for the ben- 


efit of the listeners, and if an arm ever 
looked'as if it bad been through a hard 
campaign that one did. It was scarred 
as If burnt with hot Irons and covered 
from the'elbow down with all kinds of 
peculiarly shaped mottled spots .of

Return of Volunteers. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The war de- 


partment is doing what it can to ex- 
pedite the homecoming of the 9,000 
volunteers in the Philippines, whom 
General MacArthur reported could be 
spared at once without impairing the 
efficiency of his army. Th«re has been 
some delay in the movement of these 
troops owing -to the difficulty of get- 
ting them to Manilla, the point of de- 
barkation, and at the same time get- 
ting other troops to the garrisons thus, 
vacated. General MacArthur has re- 
ported that he needs at least 60,000 for 
the numerous garrisons at various 
points in th> archipelago, and the 9,000 
troops'Ordered home are in excess of; 
that number. 


Troops Clamor For Pay. 


Washington,: Jan. 24. — Complaints 


are reaching the war department from 
officers and men in the Philippines 
over.the delays in the payment of their 
salaries. Owing to the small number: 
of pay officers In the present organiza- 
tion and the large extent of territory; 
in the Philippines Over which the army 
is dispersed, the pay department has 
not been able to pay troops otterier than 
once in two. months. The troops at 
home are paid regularly.

trouble continues. The full-blooda are 
still in arm's, terrorizing the whites, 
land are rjposttng notices threatening 
lives. Two full-blood members of tlie 
Snake party were arrested at Checotan 
and brought to Muskogee. They w^re 
passing through the country posting 
notices. The Snake party sen;, word 
to Marshal Bennett that if the saeS 
arrested were not released in -4 nouts 
they would burn Checotah. The town 
fears an attack and' th<3 citizens are 
armed. Alex Evans and E-ugoae .New- 
ton %vere captured and taken a\vay by 
the Snake band. It is feared t*>at if 
relief does not come from federal 
troops bloodshed will soon follow. 


Appeal For Troops. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The commis- 


sioner of Indian affairs liis received a 
dispatch from Indian Agent" Shoentelt 
of Muskogee, 1. T., advising him of the 
serious trouble among the Creeks and 
urging immediate assistance to quell 
the outbreak. The agent says that the 
disappeared Creek Indians known as 
the Snake band have established a gov- 
ernment and elected officers. 
Three 


light horsemen have murdered one 
man, 
"vrhlpped and intimidated others, 


and issued warrants for arrests of 
friendly Greek Indians who have se- 
lected allotments. The Indians are 
heavily axmed and his police force is 
insufficient to cope with them. He 
makes a request for troops. 


Old Officers Deposed. 


South McAlester, L T., Jan. 24.— 


About 200 full-blood Choctaw Indians 
camped 10 miles north of here, held a 
meeting and passed resolutions depos- 
ing Governor "Dukes, and then elected 
a full-blood Indian named Daniel Hell, 
governor. They also elected new" offi- 
cers for Gaines county and deposed the 
old ones. 
They have sent a special 


message to Governor Dukes that they 
have taken the government of th« 
Choctaw nation out of his hands. 


Booz Investigation. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The congres- 


sional committee/which is investigat- 
ing the hazing of Cadet Booz resumed 
the taking of testimony for the pur- 
pose of clearing up some "remaining 
points. Former Cadet Rowland Shel- 
don, who entered West Point in 1895 
an-d remained three and one-half years, 
testified that Booz was allotted to him 
in the summer of 1897, as "special du- 
tyman," according to a custom. Asked 
if the academy rules did not forbid 
this service., the witness said he had 
never required any menial service of 
Booz or anything to demean him. Shel- 
don said he did not believe in wich 
services and did not require it.
